ble development of the land, is the 
{ almost fanatical desire on the part of the 
hew settler, big or little, rich and poor 
alike, to “break up’? virgin soil, The 
Funquenchable human desire to possess 
\ broad acres, seems to be the big cause of 
| searcity and high prices in the general 
produce inarkets of the west, as well as 
in the east. The east is included be- 
cause Ontario and the Maritime Prov- 
inces are fast becoming industrial areas 
;and can hardly do amore than raise 
enough food to feed themselves, 

The towns and cities in the middle 
west are now asking excitedly for fae- 
tories and shops, anything that will 
make their particular communities 
biggeriaei tnore public, Ten cities “be- 
tween Winnipeg and the mountains 
have pledged nearly two million dollars 
to be used in vetting industrial plants to 
establish themselves in the west. It 
looks like wasted money so long as peo- 
ple continue to live on the top of the 
absurd values for food which now  pre- 
vail. The best way for those ambitious 
cities to induce factories to their gates is 
to spend a goodly portion of the two 
million subseribed dollars in setting up 
sinall farmers, who will produce some- 
thing else besides grain. The factory 
will go where the cost of living is lowest, 
everything else, such as transportation 
facilities, supplies of raw material, power 
and so on, being equal, Moreover, it 
might be said that there are many places 
eminently suited for manufacturing, 
particularly Alberta, but the big obsta- 
cles in the way of industrial progress are 
dear food, dear clothing and high rents. 

The casual observer, the ordinary 
tourist, cannot heip but. observe the 
seemingly ridiculous situation in’ the 
western provinces, reputed to be the 
moat fertile and productive agricultural 
region in the worlu, On the C, P. R. 
diner, one eats Swift’s milk-fed chickens, 
in the butcher shops of Alberta and 
Saskatchewan one may find any amount 
of Australian lamb and mutton, and oc- 
casionally the traveler is treated to  but- 
ter, which has traveled, cold storage all 
the way, from New Zealand, Seventy- 
tive per cent, of the eggs used in the 
west come from the United States, and a 
very large proportion of milk and cream, 
The fruit districts of British Columbia, 
fertile and productive as they are, do not 
suttice as yet to supply more than a bare 
taste of the supplies which are used by 
Alberta, Saskatchewan and Manitoba. 
Washington state supplies most of the 
early fruit, such as strawberries and 
raspberries; Montana and Wisconsin 
send in a large supply of peaches later 
on, while from eastern Canada come 
apples, pears, peaches, plums and grapes, 
The fruit trade between eastern and 
western Canada is developing, as pre- 
cooling plants become established 
throughout the east, thus enabling ship- 
pers to place the most delicate fruits on 
the western market in almost perfect 
condition. But at present the west is 
supplied with the bulk of its fruit, as 
well as with the other enumerated arti- 
clea from outside, 

Is there profit for the few men in the 
weat who do produce other things than 
grain? There is just as much protit as

It was over two months longer be 
fore the tops of the mountains were 
seen and foriy days more before Noah 
sent forth a raven and a dove. Tre 
raven, being ap unclean pird, covld 
rest on any dead carcass and there 
were no doubt plen‘y floating about. 
The dove, being a clean bird, found 
no resting place and returned to the 
ark. Thee» birds are suggestive of 
two Classes of people—those who can 
rest on and enjoy all dead things 
jand those who find rest only in 
Christ, the true ark. The Hély Spir- 
i‘ in the form of a dove found His 
first perfect resting place in @hrist. 
Yet He comes to such as we are. sin- 
ners who find refuge in our ark. Jesus 
Christ, and He condescends to dweil 
in us and abide with us and reveal 
Christ to vs and through us In 
Noah and the story of the ark we see 
| perfect obedience, for he d’d accord: 
‘ing to all that God commanded him 
| (chapters vi, 22; vil, 5). 


The Lord called him in and shut 
him in, and although the waters were 
|} dried up from off the earth in a little 
less than eleven months from the 
time that Noah entered the ark, he did 
not leave the ark until fully twelve 
months and seventeen days had 
passed (chapters vii, 10, 71, and viil 
13, 14), and then not unt'l God spake 
unto him, saying: Go forth from the 
ark (viii, 15,16). A life of obed’ence 
to *he word of God and rest in the 
jwhl of God is possible to every true 
jehild of God Notice Noah's altar 
lunto the Lord and h's burat offering 
and the Lerd’s acceptance of it. He 
was the Lord's own, of the line of 
Abel, truly redeemed, seeing his own 
sinfulness and trusting in redemp ion’ 
and acceptance only by the blood of 
| the sacrifice. He was an heir of the 
righteousness which is by faith and 
\by his faith and obedience condemned 
ithe world (Heb| xi, 7). The world 
does not like to be condemned. 


In chapter ix, 1. 7, we see, as every- 
where, that the blessing of the Lord 
meant fruitfulness, multiplication and 
jabundance. 1 am often reminded of 
Prov. x, 22, R.V.. “The blessing of 
the Lord maketh rich, and toil addeth 
nothing thereto.” As In salvation. 
so in service, all must be of the bord, 
and apart from Him all is vain, use- 
less, nothing. This is the first t'me 
;that we find an altar mentioned in 
‘the Bible, but the first sacr'fice is seen 
jin Gen. ii, 21. Both altar and sac- 
rifiee point on to Golgotha, whete by 
the st tice of Himself He purged 
jour sins (iteb. 1, ix, 11-14). 


In this record of the deluge and in 
connection with the ark we have the 
first mention of a covenant (vi, 17). 
and in our lesson chapjer the coven- 
ant is mentioned just seven times. A 
covenant generally required two pirt- 
tes and if either failed the covenant 
fell through. This, however, is an 
unconditional covenant in which God 
assumes ail the responsibility and 
says what He will do or will not do 
for His own sake, because He is God. 
| He calls it “My covenant” and “the 
[everlasting covenant” (15, 16), in 
| which He aseures Noah that He will 
never again destroy the earth with a 
flood of water. 


Then He graciously calls Noah's at- 
tention to the bow in the cloud, say- 
ing: “l do set My bow in the cloud, 
and in condescension to our weakness 
He says: “l will look upon it that I 
may remember” (verses 13, 16). On 
the same line of thought He says to 
lsrae!: “Put me in remembrance; let 
us plead together” (Isa. xiil, 26). The 
rainbow is mentioned in the Bible on 
just four different occasions, here and 
in Ezek. i, Rev. iv and x, and four 
is the great world number. 


In Rev. iv, it is a green rainbow, 
which is very suggestive for several 
reasons, one being that green is 
earth’s prominent color, and He 1!s 
there seen taking possession of the 
earth in connection with a purification 
by judgment. Peter tells us that as 
water the world that now {s, is reserv- 
ed into fire, but we look for new heav- 
ens and a new earth wherein dwelleth 
righteousness (IJ Pet. til, 6-13). He 
also tells us in the same chapter that 
many will scoff at these things, ae 
no doubt they scoffed at Noah's pre 
diction of a deluge. but the day of the 
Lord will come as a thief in the night
